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Only 1 Christmas Package to Soldier 



American soldiers in France can re- 
ceive but one Christmas package each 
this year and each package must not 
weigh more than three pounds, accord- 
ing to regulations announced Saturday 
by the war department Boxes for men 
in the navy, however, may weigh twen- 
ty pounds. 

The regulations governing Christmas 
packages for soldiers have just been, 
completed after conferences between 
the war and postoflice departments and 
the American Red Cross, 

"Relatives and friends," says the 
war department, "who are planning to 
make ChristmES for the Boldiera in the 
war zones as merry as -conditions will 
permit, should be a/ in mind that euch 
shoulder is entitled to but one of these 
packages. The war department will 
not accept more than one parcel for 



where the holder will receive a carton. 
These labels are not expected' to reach 
this country before Nov. 1, but by that 
time each, Red Cross branch will have 
its allotment of boxes, based on the' 
number of soldiers in service overseas 
from that community. 

These boxes may be filled with any 
combination of prohibited articles, ex- 
cept those barred by the postal officials. 
The articles prohibited are all intoxicat- 
ing liquors, all inflammable material, 
including friction matches, and any 
composition likely to ignite or explode 
(cigaret lighters come under this clas- 
sification.) liquids and fragile articles 
improperly packed. Under the regula. 
tions no note or message or written 
matter of any kind will be permitted to 
remain in the boxes.

PREFACE 

For 14 years the kaiser was 
my putient. All I know of him 
and all that he told me came to 
me while the relation of patient 
and dentist existed between us. 

For, that reason I felt at first 
that, no matter how vital to the 
allied cause might be the infor- 
mation I could give as to the kul- 
ser's viewpoint, ambitions and 
plans, the requirements of pro- 
fessional ethics must seal my 
lips and compel me to withhold 
It from the world at large. 

When, however, I considered 
the grave crisis that confronts 
the world and In which my own 
country Is playing so Important 
a part, and realized that what I 
knew of the kaiser might prove 
of some value to civilization, I 
concluded that my patriotic duty 
was paramount and rose su- 
perior to any of the ordinary de- 
mands of professional ethics. 

In this conclusion I wns 
strengthened by the urgent solici- 
tation of the leuders of my pro- 
fession who were most emphatic 
In their contention Unit my 
ethical qualms were entirely un- 
warranted in view of all the cir- 
cumstances.

CHAPTER |. 

"America Must Be Punished!" 
When war broke out between the 
United States nnd Germany, on April 
G, 1917, I was In Berlin. I had lived 
and practiced my profession as a dent-' 
1st there for 14 years, and the kaiser 
liad been one of my patients during 
*ll that time. 

I don't know exactly how many 
■visits the kaiser paid mo profession- 
ally, but I know I um safe In saying 
they were not less than 100, nnd the 
probabilities are they were closer to 
150. Almost Invariably, after my work 
was done, the kaiser remained any- 
where from ten minutes to an hour 
■and a half to discuss the topics of the 
•hour with me. 

When we declared war against Ger- 
many, therefore, while I was still an 
American citizen— as patriotic an 
American, I believe, as might be found 
-anywhere— I had lived in Germany so 
long, had developed so many profes- 
sional friendships in Germany's most 
favored circles and was so generally 
regarded as n particular favorite of 
the kaiser himself, that I found it hard 
to realize that .nevertheless I had be- 
come an alien enemy. 

The same day the breaking ofT of 
diplomatic relations was announced, 
the German newspapers had published 
the provisions of an old treaty be- 
tween Germany and the United States 
which gave Americans in Germany 
aind Germans in America nine months 
.after a declaration of war between the 
two nations within which to settle 
'their affairs and leave the country. 

"This treaty," the newspapers point- 
ed out, "was innde In the time of Fred- 
erick the Great. It has never been 
repealed. Germany will respect it" 
As there were so many more Germans 
■In Americn thnn there were Americans 
in Germany, this prompt announce- 
ment of Germany's Intentions regard- 
ing this treaty was quite understand- 
able and It seemed most Improbable 
that Germany would adopt any harsh 
measures toward Americans and 
thereby Invite reprisals. 

Had the situation been reversed, of 
course, the Germans would- undoubt- 
edly havo thought It expedient to In- 
tern Americans no matter what hap- 
pened to their own countrymen In 
America, and, In that event, this an- 
cient trenty would have shared the 
fate of that which guaranteed Bel- 
gium's neutrality. One "scrap of pa- 
:per" more or less would never have 
been allowed to Interfere with Ger- 
many's "destiny." 

Influential Germans who called to 
see me professionally during that pe- 
riod almost Invariably expressed the 
hope that I was not planning to leave 
Berlin. 

"No matter what happens, doctor," 
they, declared— "even If the worst 
conies to the worst nnd war Is de- 
clared between America and Germnny 
— you may feel quite sure the kaiser 
will never let anyone harm you." 

I had not let the matter rest there, 
Itbwever. I had called at the Ameri- 
can embassy, where It was pointed 
out to me that, while diplomatic re- 
lations had been severed, It was not 
at all certain that war would result 
and there was, therefore, no reason 
for me to leave Berlin precipitately. 

Had the kaiser been In Berlin nt 
the time, I might, of course, have had 
an opportunity to put the question to 
him squarely as to what my fate might 
he if war were declared, but he was 
away. The court chamberlain had 
been appointed but a short time before 
and I did not know him personally, 
hut his predecessor, Count August von 
Eulenburg, one of the wisest und most 
respected men in Germany, was one 



of my oldest patients and I decided to 
discuss the situation with him. Un- 
fortunately, however, I found him too 
111 to receive me. He was eighty years 
old and, although unusually well pre- 
served, was In no condition on this 
occasion to receive visitors. 

Another influential patient of mine 
whom I sought out at this time was 
ex-Ambassador von Sturm. Although 
ho was now retired from official life, 
ho had. formerly been a powerful fig- 
ure In German state circles and still 
kept more or less In touch with the 
new court chamberlain and others in 
high ofllce. His nephew was under 
secretary of foreign afTairs. 

I found the ex-ambassador at his 
private apartment in the Adlon hotel. 

"What will happen to Americans," 
I asked, "if my country declares war 
against Germany?" 

"Thnt, doctor, will depend entirely 
upon how America treats our sub- 
jects," he replied, somewhat more 
coldly than I had expected of him. "If 
Auierjjca Interns Germnns, of course, 
we shall undoubtedly treat Americans 
the 6ame way, and you could hardly 
expect any special consideration, al- 
though, if you will Write a letter to the 
court chamberlain, who Is n personal 
friend of mine, I shall see that he gets 
It." 

"But, excellency," I replied, "there Is 
a treaty between Germany and Amer- 
ica, I understand, which glveB the sub- 
jects or citizens of one country who 
happen to be sojourning in the other 
when war Is declared nine months 
within which to close up their affairs 
and leave. Would not that protect 
me?" 

"Of course, doctor," he answered; 
"Germany will respect the treaty If 
America does, and then there will be 
no trouble. It seems to me you must 
uwalt developments and, in the mean- 
time you have no cause for worry." 

"Suppose some of your subjects in 
America should act up aad start 
blowing up bridges or munition fac- 
tories nnd should be lynched, which 
they probably would be," I suggested, 
"what would Germany's course be?" 
/What Germany would do then, 
doctor," he replied, slowly and 
thoughtfully, as though such a contin- 
gency had never occurred to him be- 
fore— "really, doctor, I don't know 
whnt we would do 1" 

This somewhat unsatisfactory Inter- 
view with Von Sturm might havo wor- 1 
rled me more, perhaps, hud it not been 
for a visit I recefved only a day or 
two Inter from Prince von Bless, one 
of the kaiser's closest friends and ad- 
visors, who called on me profession- 
ally. For a year and a half the kaiser 
had had his great army headquarters 
at the prince's palace at Pless, In 
southeastern Germany, and I knew 
that he enjoyed his monarch's confi- 
dence. 

When I asked him regarding the 
possible Internment of Americans, he 
assured me that, come what might, I 
and my family had not the slightest 
reason for alarm. 

"No matter what may befall other 
Americans, doctor," he asserted, In 
a confidential manner, "the kaiser has 
gone on record to the effect that you 
and your family are not to be mo- 
lested." 

Another Incident which made me 
feel that I could proceed with my prep- 
arations for leaving Berlin without un- 
due haste was the receipt early In the 
year of a most extraordinary post card 
from the kaiser which, It occurred to 
me, was quite significant as to his In- 
tentions regarding my welfare. On one 
side was his picture and on the other, 
written and signed In English In his 
own handwriting, was the message: 
"Dear Doctor Davis : 

"Wishing you a very good year for 
1017 - \VILLIAM I. R.» 

This was the first message of its 
kind that I had ever received from the 
kaiser. Even in peace times, the pic- 
ture postals which he had sent to mo 
from time to time and which were 
autogruphed by htm,* were always 
signed In German. When, on February 
1, the Germans resumed their ruth- 
less submarine warfare — a move which 
was Immediately followed by the 
breaking off of diplomatic relations— I 
felt thnt the kaiser must huve fore- 
seen this consequence nnd had sent 
me the postal as an Intimation that 
he wanted mo to remain In Berlin 
nevertheless. 

When the Germans sank the Lusl- 
tanla, living and practicing Jn Ger- 
many lost mnny of their attractions 
for me. I made up my mind then that 
I would rather return homo and com- 
mence my professional career all over 
ugaln, If necessary,- than remain in a 
country which could sanction such n 
hideous form of warfare— the wanton 
destruction of women and children". To 
that end, I went- to Now York In the 
summer of 1015 to Investigate the re- 
quirements for the pructlce of my pro- 
fession In thnt state. I had an Illinois 
license, but I wanted to be in a posi- 
tion to practice In New York, nnd the 
following yenr I went to New York 
ngaln and took the stnto dental exam- 
ination. I returued to Germany late In 
the.nutumn of 1010 and later I learned 
that my certificate had been granted. 
Then I commenced active preparations 



to dispose of my German practice and 
return home. 

My second reason/for wanting to got 
out of Germnny as soon as possible 
was the fact that food conditions In 
Germany were becoming more pre- 
carious every day. -My wife and I 
feared that our child, who was two 
years old, might suffer frpm lack of 
proper nourishment if we remained 
and I determined tliat no matter how 
long It might bo necessary for mo to 
remain In Berlin, my wife and child 
at any rate should leave at the earliest 
possible moment. 

My third reason, however, was by 
far the most inststent of all. 

I had become convinced that what I 
knew of the kaiser and his plans, now 
that we were at war, ought to be com- 
municated to America without delay 
and that the only way to do that ade- 
quately would bo to get home as soon 
as I possibly could, no matter what 
personal sacrifice might be Involved In 
abandoning my European practice and 
Interests. 

It Is true that In the early years of 
my relationship with the kaiser our 
conversations naturally embraced only 
the most general of subjects, but in 
later years, when he came to know me 
better, he enst aside all reserve and 
talked to me on whatever was upper- 
most In his mind at the time. After 
the war started that; of course, formed 
the principal subject of our discus- 
sions and the part that, America was 
pluylng In the conflict was frequently 
brought up because of the fact that I 
was an American. 

One memorable Interview I hnd had 
with him inllnenced me perhaps more 
thnn any other single factor to hasten 
the settlement of my Europeun affairs 
and return home. 

It was In the fall of 1910. The kai- 
ser hud como to me for professlonnl 
attention, nnd after my work was com- 
pleted he remnlned to discuss some 
of the nspects of the war. Perhaps the 
fact that I had Just returned from a 
visit to America made him more than 
usually eager for a chat with me. 

We hnd discussed various phases of 
the wnr, when the kaiser changed the 
subject abruptly with the question : 

"Davis, what's the matter with your 
country?" • . 

"In what respect, your majesty?" I 
asked. 

"Why is. it that your country Is so 
unfair to Germnny? Why do you per- 
sist in supplying munitions and money 
to the allies? Why doesn't your pres- 
ident treat the European warring na- 
tions the same as he treated Mexico 
by putting an embargo on munitions 
und letting us fight this thing out our- 
selves? You do not ship munitions to 
us, why do you ship them to the other 
side?" 

I wns on such terms with the kaiser 
thnt I did not hesltnte to answer his 
question with another. 

"I have always understood, your 
majesty, that during the Busslnn-Jap' 
tinese war, Germany continually sup- 
plied munitions to Russia. Why was 
thnt any more Justifiable than America 
supplying munitions to the allies? 
Theu again, In the Spnnlsh-American 



"Davis, you surprise me!" the kai- 
ser interrupted, rising from the oper- 
ating chair, In which he had remained, 
walking towards me, throwing back 
his shoulders and rising to his full 
height. "The enses are entirely differ- 
ent. When we helped Itussla against 
Japan we were helping a white race 
ngalnst a yellow race, don't ever for- 
get that— don't ever forget that. But 
with America, that Is certainly not the 
case. Your country Is acting from 
purely mercenary motives. It Is a 
case of dollars, dollars, dollars !"— and 
ench time he repeated the word ho 
struck his purtlally helpless left hand 
violently with his powerful right. 
"Americn vnlues dollars more than she 
values Germnn lives! She thinks it 
right to shoot down my people." 

He hnd worked himself up to n de- 
gree of indignation which I had seen 
him dlsplny only on two or three pre- 
vious occnslons, and I must confess I 
was reluctant to start a fresh outburst 
by answering his. arguments. Ills 
eyes, usunlly soft and kindly, flashed 
fire as he advanced towards mo nnd 
slowly nnd Incisively dcclured : "Duvls, 
Amerlcu — must — be — punished — 
for — her— actions !" 

In thnt expression, which he repeat- 
ed on subsequent occasions In pre- 
cisely the .sumo words nnd with the 
same measured emphnsis, I knew thnt 
he revealed mostly clearly whnt his at- 
titude wns nnd will ever be toward 
this country. 



CHAPTER II. 



The Kaiser at Pot6dam. 

Getting out of Germany proved to be 
n far more difficult proposition than I 
hnd imagined. 

ltenllzing that it would probably be 
several months before I could flnully 
settle up my nffalrs, nnd that my child, 
who wns anemic, ought to be taken 
out of Germnny with as little delay as 
possible because food conditions were 
fast going from bnd to worse, I ap- 
plied to the kommandantur for leave to 
have my wife and child go to Mon- 
treur, on Lake Geneva, Switzerland, 



where I hoped to join them at the 
earliest possible moment nnd accom- 
pany them home. I did not relish the 
idea of their going across the ocean 
without me. 

That was In May, 1017. Weeks 
passed while our application was going 
from one official to another, lying, per- 
haps for days at a time under a pile of 
other applications of u slmlllnr char- 
acter or awaiting the Investigation of 
our personal histories, and It wns not 
until the end of Juno that we received 
any word regarding it. Then we 
learned thnt it had been denied. 

This was my first Intimation that wo 
might hnve difficulty In getting out of 
Germnny. 

A day or two later the kaiser called 
on me professionally and I told him of 
our plight, hoping thnt ho would inter- 
cede for us. It was the only favor of a 
personal character I had ever asked of 
him. 

"My child is ailing, your majesty," I 
said, "and I feel thnt she needs a 
chnnge of climnte. I applied to the 
kommnndantur for leave for my wife 
and child to go to Montreux.but I have 
just heard that It has been refused I" 

"Davis, I will see what I can do In 
the matter," he replied reassuringly, 
nnd as he was leaving my offlce he 
turned to me and said In the presence 
of his two adjutants: "Regarding that 
matter you spoke of, leave It to me 
and I will see what I can do 1" 

The kaiser's Influence would rendlly 
solve our problem, I thought, and I 
wns very much relieved. Two days 
later, however, I received a letter 
from Count von Moltke, one of the kai- 
ser's adjutants, stating that the kai- 
ser had spoken to him regarding the 
Switzerland project, but, under the 
circumstances, It wns out of the ques- 
tion. If, however, -my child's condition 
wero such us to make a change of cli- 
mnte really necessary, he added, the 
kaiser suggested thnt a trip to the 
Austrian Tyrol might perhaps ho ar- 
ranged, as the climate there was Just 
as good as that of Switzerland, but be- 
fore permission -would bo grnnted for 
thnt trip it would he # necessary to ob- 
tain n certificate from the district doc- 
tor stating that* it was necessary. 

As the food situation in Austrln was 
just as bad as It was in Germany, if 
not worse, that idea didn't appeal to 
me at all, and I went Immediately to 
the kommundantur and explained the 
situation to them. 

When they saw Count von Moltke's 
letter the officer in churge threw up 
his hands. 

"That's final," he declared. "That 
comes from n higher authority than 
ours. It Is useless to pursue the mat- 
ter any further. We received q com- 
munication from his majesty regard- 
ing your case, but the matter was left 
entirely to our discretion. It wus not 
a command, only a request from hls# 
majesty. A command, of course, would 
have been different" 

Then I applied for a puss for my 
wife, child and myself to go to Amer- 
ica. They pointed out at the komman- 
dantur thnt ns my wife's application 
to leave Berlin preceded mine, it was 
possible she would be allowed to leave 
before me. I told the officer that that 
would suit me admirably, as I wanted 
the pass for Mrs. Davis and the child 
grnnted nt the earliest possible mo- 
ment regardless of what action might 
bo taken on my own application. 

Again there followed a long period 
of anxious waiting, while the Germnn 
red tnpe slowly unwound, but cventu- 
ally. In September, we received word 
thnt Mrs. Davis and the child might 
leave Berlin for Copenhagen between 
October 10 and 12. They left on the 
tenth. 

A day or two later commenced the 
German offensive against Riga, on the 
Baltic. Within three or four days the 
Germans captured successively the 
Qesel, B.uno, Obro nnd Moon Islands 
In the Gulf of Riga and then carried 
their Invasion to the mainland. Their 
apparent objective was Petrograd and 
on October 19 the Russians announced 
that the seat of the government would 
bo removed from Petrograd to Mos- 
cow. 

These successes on the Baltic failed 
to overcome tho depression in Germany 
caused by the serious Internal situa- 
Hon in Austria at this period. Muni- 
tion factories were being wrecked by 
hunger-crnzed and war-weary strikers 
and the populace was being shot down 
in great numbers In the food riots 
which developed In various parts of 
Austrlu. Not since the war began had 
the outlook been so discouraging for 
the Germans. 

Then, on October. 2-1, just ns things 
were looking their blackest, the great 
Cermnn-Austro offensive against the 
Italians wus started. In three days the 
Itnllnns wero swept out of Austrln nnd 
the Teutons pressed forwnrd to tho 
pusses west of the Isonzo river leading 
to the Venetian plnlns. By the end of 
October the Italian armies were In full 
retreat. Before this offensive was over 
the Germnns enpturod, they claimed, 
no less thnn 300,000 prisoners nnd sev- 
eral thousnnd big guns, bf-sldes vust 
stores of munitions and supplies. 

The exultation of the Germnns over 
tho triumph of their armies In Italy 
know no bounds. While it was at Its 



height I had an Interview with tho kai- 
ser which will ever remain one of the 
most vivid in my memory. ' 

It wns about three-thirty one Sunday 
morning when I wns aroused by a mnld 
who, In an awe-strlckeq tone of voice, 
announced thnt the Neue Palais, tho 
kaiser's palace at Potsdam, was on the 
phone. I went to the telephone and 
was Informed that the kaiser was suf- 
fering from a bad toothncho and would 
send his auto for me within an hour or 
so. 

'I got up at once nnd packed my In- 
struments, and ut slx-thlrty tho car, a 
hlg gray Mercedes limousine, arrived. 
Besides the chauffeur there was an 
outrider carrying the bugle whose dis- 
tinctive notes only the kaiser may use. 

While the Shell room and other state 
rooms were accessible to visitors be- 
fore tho war, no one wus ever permit- 
ted to visit the private apartments 1 of 
tho kaiser upstairs. 

On this occasion, however, I was 
guided right through the Shell room, 
through u door opening on the left and 
up a wide stalrcaso to the kaiser's 
garderohe, or dressing room. 

There I found breakfast ready for 
me. It consisted of real coffee, real 
white bread, butter, marmalade, sugar, 
cream and cold meats. It was the first 
food of the kind I had eaten In some 
lime nnd prnctlcally no one In Ger- 
many outside the royal family and the 
junkers wus any better off than I In 
that respect. 

While I was breakfasting, the knlser 
was dressing. Ills valet entered sev- 
eral times, I noticed, to take out arti- 
cles of clothing from the massive 
wardrobes which lined the room. I had 
just completed my meal when I re- 
ceived word that my patient was ready 
to receive me. 

As I entered the kaiser's bedroom 
he was standing In the center of tho 
room, fully attired In an array gray 
uniform, but without his sword. lie 
looked more haggard than I had ever 
seen him, except once In 1010. Lack 
of sleep and physical pain wero two 
things with which ho had had very 
little experience, and they certainly 
showed their effects very plainly. 

He didn't seem to be In the best of 
humor but greeted ine cordlully enough 
and shook hands. 

"in all my life, Davis," he said, "I 
have never suffered so much pain." 

I expressed my sorrow nnd started 
to improvise a dentul chnlr out of an 
upholstered armchair on which I 
placed some pillows and, ns the kaiser 
sat down, he launhlngly remarked: 

"Look here, Davis, you've got to do 
something for me. I, cnu't fight tho 
whole world, you know, and hnve a 
toothache 1" 

When I was through and his pain 
was relieved, his spirits seemed to re- 
vive appreciably, and he explnined why 
It wns he wus so nnxlous to' have his 
tooth troublo removed as quickly as 
possible. • A 

"I must go down to Italy, Davis," 
he said, "to see what my noble troops 
have accomplished. My gracious, 
what we have done to them down 
there 1 Our offensive at Riga was Just 
a feint. We had advertised our In- 
tended offensive In Italy so thoroughly 
that the Italians thought we couldn't 
possibly Intend to carry It through. 
For three months It wns common tulk 
In Germany, you remember,. that tho 
great offensive would start In October, 
nnd so tho Itnllnns believed It wus nil 
a bluff and when we advanced on Riga 
they were sure of it) They thought wo 
wero so occupied there that we could 
pay no attention to them, and so we 
caught them napping 1" 

The kaiser's face fairly beamed as 
ho dwelt on tho strutegy of his gen- 
erals and the successful outcome of 
their Italian campaign. 

"For months"ltnly had been engnged 
In plnntlng her big gun's on the moun- 
tnln-tops und gathering mountnlns of 
ammunition and supplies and food and 
hospital supplies In the valleys below, 
In preparation for their twelfth Isonzo 
offensive. 

"We let them go ahead and waited* 
patiently for the right moment. They 
thought that their contemplated offen- 
sive must Inevitably bring our weaker 
neighbor to her knees and force her to 
make a separate peace!" By "our 
Aveaker neighbor" the kaiser, of course, 
referred to Austria, and how nccurato 
was his information regarding Italy's 
expectations and how easily tliey 
might have been renlized were subse- 
quently rtwealed by the publlcntlon of 
lhatfnmcus letter from Kulser Knrl 
to Prince Sextus,

Senator W. F. KIrby, Arkansas- 
Here organized to whip hell out of 
Germany. Maybe we'd better finish up 
the Job before we quit or listen to any 
peace talk. It will save having to go 
back to finish the work later. 

Senator John F. Shufroth, Colorado 
—We are hearing a great deal of 
peace. .Most of It is vague. Whenever 
it has been definite It has been definite- 
ly answered. I would prefer not to 
express any opinion until we learn 
what President Wilson and Secretary 
Lansing know ubout the latest reports 
concerning Germany's and Austria's 
uttltude. 

Senator John K. Shields, Tennes- 
see, of the senate committee of foreign 
affairs— We should not consider any 
proposal of peace or an armistice froin 
either Germany or Austria until they 
get out or are driven out of every Inch 
of territory they now occupy In France, 
Belgium, Serbia and Russia. We have 
made vast preparations to destroy the 
power of Germany and her allies as 
any possible future menace to democ- 
racy and civilization. The central 
powers must surrender or by force of 
arms we must compel them to unequlv- 
ocully admit defeat and fail- 
ure. 



London, Oct. S.— The British steam- 
ship Otranto, carrying 700 American 

»«>ops m ,d a crew of 300, has been 
in collision with the Peninsular and 
Oriental liner Kashmir, said a dispatch 
received here on .Monday morning. One 
person -was reported dead. 

The survivors were landed at an 
irisit port and several men who were 
injured were taken to the hospital; 

It was not stated whether or not 
cither of the ships hud been sunk. The 
Oiranto was a vessel of 12.124 tons 
mtil was built for the Orient Steam 
Navigation company.

The submarine pursued the Henry 
fot bO minutes, the reports said, and 
finally after being outdistanced, 
shelled the tanker, wounding 17 men 
or tne crew. 

So far as could ne learned here no 
lives were lost. 

The U-boat was said to have great 
turrets one fore and one aft. and 
a massive connlnc tower. 

It was a few days after this Incl- 
den that the Henry nnd the Frnsch 
collided, as announced bv the war 
department, the Henry standing bv to 
make rescues.

The American tanks, after smashing 
their wuy through the German, -lilies, 
wheeled about and repented tho opera- 
tion with deadly results.

In one 
German company nine men were killed 
nnd thirty were wounded out of sev- 
enty. In another company ten were 
killed' nnd forty were wounded out of 
eighty. 

Six Great Battles. 
With the French Army In France, 
Oct. G.— The four great battles that 
have been In progress since September 
30 from Flanders to the Mouse were 
Increased to six by tho entry Into ac- 
tion of General Deheney's men nround 
St. Quentln nad Geaeral Berthelot's 
forces northwest of Reims and all 
continue with grent intensity. Blow 
after blow Is being dealt the Germans 
In their strongholds of the Illndenburg 
nnd subsidiary lines. 

Tanks Defend Apremont. 
American Ilendquarers In France, 
Oct. 5.^-When German forces advanced 
la an attempt to capture Apremont, 
on the front northwest of Verdun, 
American tanks suddenly emerged 
from thu .town In all directions. The 
tanks went lurching 'through the Ger- 
ninn rnnks, spraying bullets Into them 
from all -sides and spreading the ut- 
most terror nnd eonstemntlon. 

The American nnd French troops 
gained more ground north of the Im- 
portant height positions of Blanc 
Mont nnd Medeah farm, giving them a 
secure hold on tho Important posi- 
tions won. 

British Near Lille. 
London. Oct. 5,— With Field Mnr- 
shal Ilulg's announcement that his 
forces are within six miles of the city 
of Lille the German armies, from tho 
sea to St. Quentln, a distance of nioro 
than seventy-five miles, cither were In 
retreat or lighting hopelessly nnd vain- 
ly ugnlnst,the advance of the allies. 

The advance continued unrelenting- 
ly, at some pluces the progress having 
been as much as- five miles, at others 
less, due to terrific counter-attacks, 
which, however, did not throw the 
British from their positions. 

Burning towns to the east, prisoners' 
stories of revolt In the enemy ranks 
und reports of German prepnratlons 
to abandon the Belgian coast were 
among the news Items from unofficial 
sources. 

Austrlans Withdraw. 
London, Oct. 4.— Austrian troops 
have been withdrawn from Albania, 
the Austrian war office announces, nc- 
cording to dispatches from Vlennn. 
Bernt has been tnken by Ute allies tho 
statement says. 

Italians Smash Foe. 
Borne, Oct. 4.— Taking advantage of 
the collapse which eliminated Bul- 
garia from the war, Itullun troops 
have begun a . smashing offensive 
ngnlnst the Austro-IIurigurluns In Al- 
bania. 

Tho general battle opened on Tues- 
day over a front of 85 miles, from tho 
Adriatic eastward to the Osum river. 
HIndenburg Line Eliminated. 
London, Oct. 4.— The entire illnden- 
burg line from the North sea to'Cam- 
bral was virtually ellmlnnted In a 
series of smashing offensives. 

The coal city of Lens, center of 
France's famous "black district," was 
abandoned by the Germans, without 
a shot. 

Armentleros likewise has been cvac- 
uuted. The whole front between tho 
two towns, a stretch of 17 miles, fell 
buck und is still in retreat 

Itoulerst the great German base In 
Flanders, was reported In flames, hav- 
ing been fired by the retreating Ger- 
mans to the south. 

A Belglnn nrmored car hns entered 
Holders as the vanguard of Klag Al- 
bert's army. 

To the south the French are rapid- 
ly outflanked La Fere. That place 
captured, only the two hinges, Lille 
in the north nnd Laon la the south, 
will remain of the HIndenburg line. 

Laon nlrendy Is gravely threatened 
by the French, who are oaly five miles 
to the south of It.

In the S. O. S. Sector, France.— The 
matter of feeding the army' In France 
Is nn epic story. It is truly of- heroic 
proportions. 

/ Just now it requires about 1,500,000 
pounds of refrigerated 'and- fresh -beef 
to feed the army In France each day, 
besides the hundreds -of thousands of 
pounds of bncon, mutton, hnm. corned 
beef,' canned salmon, nnd' dried nnd 
pickled meats nnd fish. More -than 200,- 
000 cans of totna tee's, corn and pens 
help to make up one day's rations. 

Something like 230,000. cans.of Jnm. 
8,000 cans of pouches, 8.000 Jnrs of 
pickles, 3,000 bottles of catsup, car- 
loads of canned lobster und other sen 
foods, more than 2,000 boxes of choco- 
late, fresh white bread made of Amer- 
ican Hour nnd nil the boys wont, even 
the good old corn bread served hot, be- 
sides the Immense quantities of pota- 
toes, beans, prunes, coffee, sugar, milk, 
pepper, salt, vinegar, cinnamon, sirup, 
nnd about everything found In a well- 
stocked farmer's pantry In the United 
States are laid before the American 
army In France every day— and it Is 
all there right on the dot. 

Works Like a Machine. 
,It Is tnere in every section of Frnnce, 
from Soissons nnd Toul to Marseilles 
and from the Sw'ss border to the Bay 
of Biscay. All France is a great In- 
dustrie place and there Is hnrdly a 
spot In the whole country, Including 
the sections under heavy, shell fire, 
wiiere the S. O. S. is not standing at 
.attention when the dinner bell rings. 

Meantime, men nnd munitions, nnd 
nil munner of supplies nre moving up 
to the front continuously, und the 
lighters nre coming buck for a little 
rest. The machinery works smoothly 
—nnd efficiently. There are sidelines 
of great Interest. One of these Is the 
traveling bnthroom. An outfit thnt re- 
quires jmly three trucks Is now sent up 
to the lines to greet the boys as they 
come nut of the trenches nnd give 
them a fine scrubbing. Each outfit 
will wnsh riOO boys on hour.

SAYS FOE ACCEPTS ALL 

TERMS OF WASHINGTON 
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Kaiser in Proclamation to His Sol- 
diers Tries to Explain the situation, 
but Declares the Hour Is Very 
Grave. 

Berlin, Oct. 7.— Emperor -William in 
a proclamation to the German army 
and navy dated October announced 
that: "I have decided In "iiccdrd with 
my nllles to once again offer peace to 
the enemy, but It will be only nn hon- 
orable peace for which we extend our 
bund." The text of the emperor's proc- 
lamation reads: 

"For months past the enemy with 
enormous exertions and almost with- 
out pause In the fighting has stormed 
against your lines. In weeks of the 
struggle, often T. without repose, you 
have had to persevere and resist a 
numerically far superior enemy. There- 
in lies the greatness of the task which 
has been set for you and which you 
are. fulfilling. Troops of all the Ger- 
man states are doing their ^purt and 
are heroically defeadlng the father- 
land on foreign soil. Hard Is the task. 

"My.nuvy Is holding Its own against 
the united enemy naval forces and Is 
unwaveringly supporting the army In 
Its difficult struggle. 

"The eyes of those at home rest with 
pride nnd admiration on the deeds of 
the army nnd. the navy. I express to

or several such regiments, mnchlne 
gun companies, nnd so on through the 
list. They are delivered Immediately. 
The wounded have to be brought 
buck to the hospitals. The trains nnd 
nmbulances nre ready nnd they move 
like clockwork — except that getting 
bnck from the flrst-nld stations at times 
Is not quite as slow as n clock. The 
wounded nre sent to all corners. of 
France nnd the big mnchlne works on 
nlmost ftiultlessly. 

Whole armies of tho mobile sections 
now nre transported quickly from sec- 
tor to sector: It Is up to the S. O. S. 
to see thnt nil this equipment Is pro- 
vided. 

Salvage Work Important. 
The S. O. S. besides doing nn enor- 
mous business In the manufacturing 
line, conducts n large salvage plant, or 
plants, Into which Hows u steady 
stream of battlefield wreckage. In tho 
clothing branch of the work nlone they 
nre saving the taxpayers bnck home 
S3.n00.000 n month. More Important 
than the money saving Is the saving of 
tonnage. 

At one station mammoth American 
locomotives are assembled "while you 
wait." Six of these leviathans nre put 
together every day and are doing their 
bit the next day. 

It was found advisable to operate a 
special |raln for American military 
men between two widely separated 
points In France. As soon us the neces- 
sity presented Itself the train was In- 
stalled. It is culled tho "American 
Special." It Is manned by Pullmnn car 
porters— negro ' hoys who have hnd 
long training on tho de luxe trains bnck 
home. They nre. rated as first class 
wagon men here. American railway 
conductors have been assigned' to this 
train,- or trains, one running eacli way 
every 24 hours. 

Of one thing the mothers back home 
may be thoroughly nssured, nnd that Is 
that, not one of their boys wants for a 
single thing In the wuy of subsistence 
nnd medical and surgical attention. No 
army ever took the field better pro- 
vided. And while the appreciations nre 
being passed around' It Is not out of 
plnce to observe thnt the subsistence 
division of the war department nt 
Washington Is entitled to n decoration 
for the efllclency It has achieved.' 

Something over JWO.OOO-enllsted men 
and about 1 25,000 women comprise the 
"help" In the S. O. S. orgnnlzntlon. A 
large number of officers, of course, lire 
required for tho supervising positions, 
but practically all of the workers are 
men In khaki who have been termed 
the "ammunition passers." 

Employs Army of Women. 
Of the 25,000 women In the work 
most of them are French women. A 
two-fold aim is achieved In the utiliza- 
tion of, these women. A -largo per-- 
ccntiigo of them would be charges 



best soldiers In Europe today— Is the 
greatest military accomplishment of 
all times. 

"So far ns my end of It Is concerned 
It Is nil a matter of tenm work. The 
work Is that of the bureau chiefs. 
You might compare me to the quarter- 
back of tho team.' I give the signals 
and pnss the ball, but they really do 
the work, nnd they have done It ex- 
cecdlngly well. We are way ahead on 
our program. We supply twice as 
many men in France ns the most 
optimistic' of us hnd expected. And 
at the present rate It will not be long 
before we will be supplying In France 
nn nrmy four times ns lnrge us that 
we had originally contemplated. 

"As to the character of tho work, 
we have had to build und repair rail- 
roads. We .have built permanent docks 
and wharves at tho ports, and some 
of these ports are more prosperous 
now than they' ever have been In 
their history. We hnve constructed 
aviation fields, repair shops, salvage 
plants, supply depots, hospitals, cold 
storage plants, water supply, etc. 
Rushing a New City. 
"It is rather difficult for one to 
visualize tho proposition of going Into 
an open field und constructing u 10,000 
bed hospital. It means In reality a

"Under construction we have to con- 
sider the building of railroads, the erec-

Their Own Manufacturers. 
"Under supplies we Include water, 
food, clothing, fuel, unlmnls, forage, 
guns nnd ammunition; nlrplnnes, etc 
We have taken over u great many man- 
ufactures. We make our own choco- 
late, and manufacture hard bread, 
and n number of such commodities. 
There Is one bnkery In the center of 
France from which we send out ev- 
ery day fresh bread for 500,000 men. 
"Under hospltnllzatloa we Include 
receiving nnd curing for the sick nnd 
wounded evacuated from the front. 

"In order to decentralize this Indus- 
trial Institution the zone of operations 
Is divided Into nine sections— the ad- 
vnncc section In which the armies are 
actually engnged, the Intermediate sec- 
tion, containing the great central por- 
tion of Frnnce nnd seven base sections 
which Include the ports. 

"The whole thing Is like a grent net- 
work. General Pershing hns placed 
the responsibility for Its operation 
upon General Hurbord, the command- 
ing general of the S. 0.*S. I urn his 
chief of stnff. Assoclnted with me nre 
about fifty general stuff ofllcers, 
through whom all the activities of the 
S. O. S. arc co-ordinated. The balance 
of the staff here consists of' about 1,- 
000 ofllcers and 2,000 enlisted men nnd 
clerks. 

"One of the most Important agencies 
we hnve is the general purchasing 
honrd, presided over by Col. Chnrlcs 
Gates Dawes, formerly of Chicago. 
This board Is charged with the pur- 
chase of nil supplies that are obtained 
In Europe, nnd also represents us In 
co-ordinating 'the supplies of the nllles 
In such a wuy that there Is no dupli- 
cation nmong the great nations, con- 
cerned.
